TIdly, We Covenant to diſcharge 
our Duty to our Infant Seed ; con- 
tending earneſtly for the Faith once 
delivered to the Saints, of their right to 
a relation unto God in his Church with 
us, and to Baptiſm, the Seal thercot'; 
We being a Spoule of Chrift our Royal 
Husband, All ozr Children therctore are 
his, born to him, who hath promis'd 
to 1s Gentiles that were afar off, that he 
will not thruſt or children out of their 
poſſeſſion ; but that even our children 
ſhall inherit, and be continu'd a holy 
Seed as atore-time; that our Congrega- 
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of our Gates ftrength'ned, by the Lord's 
bleſſing or children within us; there- 
fore will we and o#r Houſe terve the 
Lord, ſeeking as well in the Congrega- 
tion, as in Secret, for the Bleſſing of the 
Lord, and his Peace upon ovr children ; 
walkin before them in a pertect way ; 
training them up in the Nurture and 
Admonition of the Lord; and calling 
upon them as they grow up, to avouch 
the Lord for their God, and to take on 
themſelves the Bond of the Covenant, 
cating out fach of them as prove Scot- 
fers, and deſpiſers of their Birthright.

Of the right Ends of a Church. 


Queſtion 14. What are the right Ends 
of a Church of Chriſt ? 

The Glory of God, and the 
mutual E4ification of his Saints, without 
any regard to human Intereſt, are the 
only right Ends all true Churches ſhould 
{et betore them ;- to advance which, tis 
the Duty of every one that hath Faith 
in the Heart, openly to profeſs a willing 
Subjection to Chriſt in his Church, fo 
coming under the Bond of the Church- 
Covenant, they take the Father's Mark 
in the Forehead, and ſuch only are wi/ible 
Chriſtians, for he that is not for Chriſt 
by open Profeſſion, 1s againſt him. 


Queſtion 18. What time hath God allot- 

ted to his Charch for worſhipping him ? : 
Anſwer. The Lord hath appointed 1n 
his word one Day in ſeven tor his folemn 
Service : which Day before Chriſt's Re- 
ſurre&ion was the la/f Day of the Week, 
but is fince by the Lord of the Sabbath 
chang'd to the Firſf-Day, in Scripture 
call'd the Lord's-Day, becauſe on that 
Day our Lord re/ed from his work of Re- 
demption, therefore all Chriſtians ſhould 
keep the Lords-Day as a holy reff trom 
Sin, by attending on Chriſt in his pub- 

lick Worſhip, and reſting in his Grace.

GOD hath madeit the Du- 
ty of a'l Men to ffudy his holy Word, 
and topray unto him 1n ſecret, as well as 
to worſhip hum 1n peblick ; Therefore MMa- 
fkers of Families, and Parents ſhould in- 
{truct their Children and Serwants mn the 
holy Fear of God, praying daily with 
their Families; for the Curſe of God reſt- 
eth upon all thoſe Families that Call not 
upon h1s Name. 

Queſtion 18. And ſhall all in Chrif's 
viſible Church on Farth, be glorifyd in 
Heaven ? 

Anſwer. There are 1n Chriſt's viſible 
Church Two forts of Worthippers : 

1F. Such as Worſhip God hypocriti- 
cally in the outward only, who 
{hall be caſt down into FI as
